1 , and shows (the references in parentheses applying to this document): 
a device (f or maidng the device having p/ates of mBgnBtic material and a 

conveyor (for tran^erring said plates linearly through the device from a position for 
supplying each plate with omelet batter to a position for removal of a finished omelet from 
the device), wherein at least two separately controllable induction heaters are positioned 
under the conveyor in two treatment stations. 

The subject-matter of claim 1 differs from this known device in that at least one infrared 
heater is positioned above the conveyor. 

The subject-matter of daim 1 is therefore new (Article 33(2) PCT).

The solution to this problem proposed in claim 1 of the present application is considered 
as involving an inventive step (Article 33(3) PCT) as it is not rendered obvious by any of 
the available prior art documents.

The subject-rnatler of claim 1 3 differs from this known method in that browning of the top 
surface of the omelet perfoimod by Infrared heating from above.
